" 'To the end that intelligence and education Shall be 
universal ; that the rich and the poor; the child of him 
who has power and place, and of him who treads the 
lowly paths of life, shall receive alike the blessings of 
education, the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and the 
people of this community have built and now dedicate 
this building to the uses of education and to moral and 
religious instruction, and invite equally and alike, 
without distinction of sex, or color, or race, or creed, 
or party, the children of all who may desire to 
participate of the opportunities which shall be here 
offered,' and now, after a lapse of nearly a third of 
a century, I do not see how I can add to its compre- 
hensiveness, and I certainly do not desire to drop a 
single thought from , it. I believe it expresses the 
purposes of its founders and the policy of the State."
